As  elsevdiere  in  Cornwall  there  is  a  considerable 
increase  in  population  during  the  holida;^  period*  The  main 
occupations  are  clayvrarking,  agriculture  and  tending  to 
visitors  in  the  summer  months.  Agriculture  is  a  healthj/ 
occupation  and  so  also,  in  the  main,  is  clayworking.

Rain  in  measurable 
quantity,  fell  on  244  days,  the  wettest  day  being  Tuesday  27th 
September  •'with  1,97  inches.  The  longest  dry  spell  v/as  a' 24 
day  period  from  Saturday  1  6th  April  to  Monday  9th  May 
inclusive.  The  greatest  number  of  consecutive  wet  days  was  a 
28  day  period  ftom  Tuesday  27th  September  to  Monday  24th 
October  when  11.17  inches  wrere  recorded. 

The  wettest  month  "was  October  vdth  8,65  inches  and  the 
driest  month  v/as  May  v/ith  2,31  inches.

All  nurses  are  trained  in  the  use  of  gas/ air  anaesthesia  and  this 
is  avaadable  to  all  patients.  About  65^  of  v/omeh  have  their  babies  at 
hone.  There  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  this  figm^e  of  65^  v/hich  is 
high  coirpared  vdth  many  other  areas  is  a  result  of  the  natural  preference 
of  mothers  for  hone  confinraent  or  a  consequence  of  insufficient  hospital 
accommodat  ion. 

The  perinatal  mortality  is  about  50^  greater  than  in  the  U.IC, 
and  is  closely  related  to  the  degree  of  care  during  pregnancy. 

It  v/Duld  seem  that  an  increase  in  maternity  beds  for  the  area  is  a 
vital  necessity, 

Ante-Natal  Care 

There  are  no  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  rural  area  and  all  pregnant 
women  are  referred  either  to  their  ovm.  practitioners  or  to  the  clinics  at 
St,  Austell  or  Newquay, 

Infant  Welfare 

The  centre  at  Roche  has  continued  to  be  very  successful  with  an 
average  attendance  of  12,0,  The  centre  at  Indian  Queens  has  averaged 
21,0,  the  centre  at  St,  Dennis  20,7  and  the  centre  at  Summercourt  25. 4» 

The  success  of  these  centres  is  partly  due  to  the  help  given  by 
voluntary  v/orkers  for  iihom.  there  is  still  great  opportunity  for  service 
to  the  coimminity. 

The  infant  welfare  centres  provide  s.  iBost  convenient  place  for* 
immunisation  andhedth  education. 


Care  and  After  Care 

Young  children  and  all  persons  on  discharge  from  hospital  are 
follovYcd  up  by  the  District  Nurses  when  requested  by  the  hospital 
almoners. 

Domestic  Help  Service 


This  service  has  Vircrked  v/ell,  but  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  during  the  summer  months  in  obtaining  spare-time  helps. 

The  establishment  is  the  equivalent  of  nine  full-time  helps. 

Thanks  arc  due  to  the  ladies  who  organise  this  Service,  A  total 

of  46  persons,  of  whom  9  were  maternity  cases,  were  given  help. 

Ho  spital 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  district  and  cases  are  sent  to 
Newquay,  Povrey  and  St.  Austell  District  Hospitals,  to  the  Royal 
Cornwall  Infirmarj^  at  Truro  for  special  investigation  and  treatment, 
to  Redruth  in  the  case  of  maternity  and  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Truro  in  the  case  of  infectious  diseases.

The  main  cause  cf  trouble  continues  to  be  the  lack  of  sewerage  in 
some  areas,  although  the  provision  of  such  to  tv/o  villages  has  net,  as 
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yet,  met  vd.th  the  response  expected  from  the  house  owners,  and  it  may 
v/ell  prove  necessa.ry  to  take  appropriate  legal  action  to  secure  better 
use  of  the  sewers,

A  total  of  42  houses  have  been  con^^leted  during  the  year, 

T/ork  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  erection  of  dO  slum

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Hous~£hg  of  Problem  Families 

Every  coirmunity  has  a  small  n'umber  of  families  who  find  it  difficult 
to  cope  \/ith  living,  either  on  account  of  some  mental  defect,  or  because 
of  antisocial  tendencies  v/hich  result  from  a  poor  upbringing.  These 
families  live  mostly  in  slums  or  in  institutions  and  they  require  a 
large  number  of  people-  to  extricate  their  families  and  themselves  from 
frequently  occurring  difficulties.  They  are  not  desirable  tenants  as 
they  tend  to  live  insqualour  and  not  to  pay  rents. 

The  children  of  such  x^arents  are  not  necessarily  innately  defective, 
yj-l  the  same,  owing  to  rejection  by  their  fellov/s,  to  poor  housing, 
and  to  bad  upbringing,  ma''v  of  the  cliildren  in  fact  grovT  up  to  adopt  a 
similar  unsatisfactory  pattern  of  living. 

It  is  a  matter  of  urgency  to  break  this  vicious  circle  at  some  point; 
and  the  Council,  as  the  housing  authority,  should  play  its  part  by 
providing  houses.  It  is  accepted  that  ordinary  people  need  to  be 
helped  by  having  subsidised  Council  houses  provided  for  them  and  here  is  a 
group  whose  need  is  much  greater. 

The  number  of  problem  families  is  small.  To  meet  their  housing 
needs  nov/  -Till  help  to  give  the  chiildren  a  chance  to  grow  up  normally 
instead  of  founding  problem  families  in  their  turn,

(c)  Meat  Inspection 

There  hns  been  no  material  change  in  the  number  of  butchers  and  the 
nuTi-iber  of  animals  slaughtered.  Inspection  of  all  carcases  continues, 
and  the  follovdng  ta.ble  gives  particulars,  (See  page  12), 

The  " export"  slaughterhouse  at  Lane  (in  our  District)  is  still 
supervised  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Newqua37-  Urba.n  District  Council,  and 
9^  of  the  cost  is  borne  by  thi-s  Council, 

Inspections  were  made  of  all  Slaughterhouses,  in  conjunction  vdth  an 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and  Pood,  and  a  Joint 
Meeting  of  all  concerned,  including  neighhouring  Local  Authorities,  vra.s 
held  to  consider  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  and  the  adequacy  thereof. 
As  a  consequence  the  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  as  required,  with  the  recommendation  that  existing  facilities 
were  adequate  and  that  the  da.te  rl  w the  regulations  to  come  into  force 
shcilLd  be  1st  January,  19^2,  The  llirdstor  approved  the  Report  and 
confirmed  the  suggested  date.
